All but two of the suspects denied 
both the charges that they had col- 
lected information for Syrian intelli- 
fence and the facts on which they 
are based. Two men, Naim Areida, 
and Hassan Jabrin, 22, an Arab 
from Umm el-Fahm, admitted some 
of the charges and denied others. 

After the charges were read out 
and the accused answered them, the 
court adjourned until Apri} 25, when 
the prosecution will start to pro- 
duce its witnesses. 


CONTACTS WITH AGENT 

Rami Livneh and Mali Lerman, 
unlike the other suspects, are also 
accused of having had contacts with 
an Al Fatah agent, Abmed Haldi, 
who entered Israel twice during the 
past two years to recruit Jews with 
leftist political views to engage in 
sabotage work. 

The prosecution states that the 
first contacts date back to 1970 
when Haldi visited one of the 
charged, Ghassem Akbariya, 25, at 
his home in Umm el-Fahm in the 
Little Triangle, and urged him to 
join his secret organization. Ghas- 
sem said he was more inclined to 
the Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine, but two days later he 
met the Fatah man again and sug- 
gested they both meet Rami Livneh. 
The meeting took place in a forest 
mear Nazareth, and the three dis-

against Zionism and the Arab re- 
actionary regimes and groups. 

In 1972, Haldi returned to Israel 
and, with Akbariya, met Mali Ler- 
man and his wife at their home 
in Kiron. Mrs. Lerman drove the 
Fatah man and Akbariya to Tel 
Aviv, The prosecution adds that at 
this meeting Haldi asked Lerman to 
send certain Israeli periodicals to an 
address in Europe. 

Livneh and Mali are charged with 
having been in contact with a for- 
eign agent and keeping his actions 
secret. Akbariya is also charged 
wtih membership in the spy and 
sabotage ring of Daoud Turki and 
with being the head of a cell under 
the code name of Ja‘afer. 

The other two accused Jews, Da- 
vid Kupfer and Yehezkel Cohen. 
were allegedly recruited to the spy 
ring by Ehud Adiv. Kupfer was 
urged to go abroad and applied for 
a passport, but his wife obtained a 
court order forbidding him to leave 
the country. Yehezkel Cohen, a 
Haifa university graduate and ex- 
soldier, is accused of having pre- 
pared for taking a leading role in 
the ring under the code-name Sha- 
Jom. 

The only Druse, Naim Areida. is 
also a Haifa University graduate 
and was recruited by Daoud Turki

Time to dig for David’s city

Archaeologist Yigal Yadin has 
called for proper exploration of the 
“Ophel" — the original site of Da- 
vidic Jerusalem south of the present 
Old City. 

In an Israel TV appearance on 
Tuesday night, Prof. Yadin said 
the owners of property in the Opbel 
should be compensated and the site 
made avaflable for archaeological 
study. Queried by The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday, Prof. Yadin said 
the area had been designated an 
archaeological site even under Jor- 
danian rule: this meant that any 
building carried out there without 
ἃ permit was illegal. 

The TV programme on which he 
made the proposal was devoted to 
the subject of the “Temple trea- 
sure" looted by the Romans in the 
year 70. Prof. Yadin and other 
leading Jerusalem archaeologists 
viewed with scepticism the possi- 
bility of these vessels being found, 
stressing instead the importance of 
slow, methodical digging to recover 
Jerusalem's history. 

Recent exploration in Jerusalem 
was one of the subjects of the two- 
day second annual Archaeological 
Congress which opened in Jerusa- 
lem yesterday. 

The Congress, organized by the 
Israel Exploration Society and the 
Department of Antiquities, has 
brought more than 400 scholars and 
Students to Jerusalem's Van Leer 
Institute. The 70 papers scheduled 
range over nearly 19,000 of the coun- 
try’s past —. from stone age — settle-

Approval for 
Judea | Samaria 
university

The Government has formally 
approved the establishment of a 
corporation for setting up an Arab 
university to serve the popujation 
of Judea and Samaria. The educa- 
tion officer of the West Bank 
Military Command yesterday in- 
formed the initiating committee of 
the university of the Government's 
decision, which comes after more 
than two years of negotations. 

Classes will probably open in the 
autumn of 1974, 

The initiating cormmittee js ‘head- 
ed by Hebron Mayor Sheikh Moham- 
med Ai Ja‘abarl. but most of the 
active work is being done by Mr.

Faculties of the new university 
will be divided among four towns;

Appleton sees 
incident with

The Anglican Archbishop in Je- 
rusalem, George Appleton, said yes- 
terday that he regards his difference 
of opinion with Chief Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren as ended.

Appleton said he had beén 
Particularly upset by the part of 
the statement issued by Rabbi Go- 
ren's office which reported him as 
saying that he had told King Hus- 
sein there was no desecration of 
Holy Places by the Israel Govern- 
ment. The Archbishop said he had 
not in fact spoken to the King, and 
the misreport could only harm his 
efforts at peacemaking. 

He said he had an “extraordinarily 
good talk" with the Chief Rabbi “as 
between two deeply religious peo- 
ple.” 

Rabbi Goren’s spokesman said 
that the Chief Rabbi too regarded 
the incident as closed. 


Old City co-op members arrested

The ten members of the Moriah 
Cooperative Settlement in the Old 
City of Jerusalem were arrested 
this week for removing machinery 
from a printing press on Mount 
‘ion. 

The ten, ali young religious ex- 
paratroopers, seven of them with 
families, were released 6n surety 
and will apparently be arraigned for 
theft. 

They claim that much of the 
equipment in fact belongs to them 
and they only took a symbolic quan- 
tity in order to protest their evic- 
tion from the press. 

A member of the group told The 
Jerusalem Post that the National 
Religious Party's Cooperative Cen- 
tre, to which Moriah is affiliated, let 
them down and the head of the 
Centre, Mr. Shalom Shapira. called 
the police. He said the N.R.P. Co- 
operative Centre has not helped 
them at all. The group has dwindled 
to ten members from a one time 
high of 40. 

He added, they purchased apart- 
ments without the Cooperative Cen- 


tre's help, invested their own money 
in the printing press iwhich is also 
partly owned by the Centre). 

The members carried out their 
“symbolic” removal of equipment 
when they learned that Mr. Shapira 
was making a “deal” with the press 
manager, Motke Najar, behind their 
backs. They said the plan was to 
evict them from the enterprise. 

Mr. Shapira told The Post that 
the Moriah members have refused 
to send a balance sheet for their 
cooperative to the Ministry of La- 
bour. 

Two months ago, Mr. Shapira 
said, the Ministry warned Moriah the 
cooperative would be terminated if 
it falled to produce a balance sheet. 

Last week the Ministry issued a 
dissolution order, and the members’ 


action followed this. They were com-. 


pletely unjustified in taking equip- 
ment, Mr. Shapira said. He also 
claimed Moriah owes the press over 
126,000. 

Mr, Shapira said that the N.R-P.'s 
Cooperative Centre helped the Mo- 
riah cooperative with housing and 
with loans for the press.

Hotelier sues 
daily for libel 


TEL AVIV. — A Tei Aviv hotelier 
yesterday filed a 1L100,000 libel 
Suit against the afternoon news- 
paper “Yediot Aharonot” for a re-

money from the owner in return 
for dropping lawsuits against him.

The fine on delays in tax pay 
ments will be increased shortly 
from 9 per cent a yea¥ to 15 per 
cent, Moghe Neustorfer,- Cosiiinis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, stated 
this week. This is part of a drive 
to improve tax collection. 

Tax collection has also been 
beefed up in other areas under 
amendments to the Income Tax 
Law now tabled in the Knesset. 
Persons drawing their accumulated 
pension funds before they reach the 
retirement age will be taxed on that 
drawing — though they have been 
exempt up to now. On the other 
hand, if they leave the money in 
the fund until retirement age, then 
they will get a tax rebate on 25 
per cent of the pension income. 
Hitherto pensions were fully taxable. 

Eetirement age, for purposes of 
this tax bonus, will be 60 years 
for men and 55 for women, instead 
of 65 for men and 60 for women. 
The age is lower for the Army and 
Police, according to regulations pre- 
vailing in these services.

‘Promiscuity main 
increase in cervical cancer’

HAIFA. — Cancer of the cer- 
vix, once virtually unknown among 
Jewish women, is on the increase, 
primarily due to promiscuity. 

“Promiscuity is the most import- 
ant factor in this increase,’ Profes- 
sor Leonard Koss, a leading author- 
ity on cytology (the study of cells) 
and director of the Pathology de- 
partment of Mt. Sinet hospital, Bai- 
timore, told a press’ cofiference ‘at 
the Rambam hospital here, yester- 
day. 

He said the causes of this can- 
cer include a large number of 
births, the early start of sexual 
relations ty girls and, above all, 
promiscuity. 

He noted that there was now & 
theory ascribing cervical cancer to 
virus transmission by male sexual 
partners. It was a fact that while 
the cancer is frequent among prosti- 
tates, it is virtually unknown among 
naps. 

Prof. Koss is in Israel for a fort- 
night's stay for the final stage of 
a six-month course in cytology at 
the Rambam Hospital. Organized by 
the Israel Cytology Soctlety, and 
supported by the World Health Or- 
ganization, it has trained 14 techno- 
logists and was also attended for 
short periods by 20 pathologists, 
from alt over the country. The so- 


braking. 


ciety intends introducing a school 
for cytology training at Ram- 
bam, with a view to training man- 
power for early detection of can- 
cer in high-risk groups. 

Prof. Koss said the difficulty in 
the conquest of cancer was the 
fact that it is composed of cells, 
closely resembling normal cells. “We 
know today that every cancer starts 
at the cell level." 

Microscopic examinations of cells, 
“diagnostic Cytology” has been ‘de- 
veloped into 3 tool for a cancer 
detection, at its earliest stages, and 
provides a much better chance for 
early detection before the disease 
has spread beyond the tissue of 
origin, than is possible by clinical 
diagnosis. 


While it would be desirable to 
institute mass cytological exami- 
nations, because cancer is one of 
the principal causes of death and 
disability, especially in the over-40 
age-group, this was not feasible 
due to lack of money and man- 
power, Prof, Koss said. He there- 
fore advocated examinations among 
high-risk groups: heavy cigarette 
smokers over 50 who are susceptible 
to lung cancer, women over 50 
who experience vaginal bleeding, 
and among workers in certain {n- 
dustries, such as asbestos manu- 
facturing which creates high risk 
of lung cancer, and certain chemi-

“There is evidence that lung cancer 
can be diagnosed at its earlier cell: 
stage, by cytological examination, 
when treatment will enable 50 per 
cent of the patients to live for five 
years or more,” he sald. 

Apart from the humanitarian as- 
pect, early diagnosis by cytology 
was economically advantageous to 
society: “The cost of care for ad- 
vanced cancer patients is very high, 
between $15,000 and $30,000 in the 
U.S. Early diagnosed patients can 
be treated for a fraction of that,” 
he said. 

Prof. Koss stressed that in order 
for cytology to “catch on" in Israel, 
pathologists would have to be much 
more highly respected. The public 
and the medical profession must be 
taught the highly important contri- 
bution that pathologists make to 
medicine, he said. Without sufficient, 
well trained pathologists, diagnos- 
tie cytology would be impossible.

U.K. students 
strike for 
larger grants 


LONDON (AP). Students 
throughout the country boycotted 
university classes yesterday in sup- 
port of a strike by the 500,000- 
strong National Union of Students 
to demand bigger government 
grants. 

At the same time, strikes and 
siowdowns by rail, hospital, gag 
and civil servants’ unions again dis- 
rupted everyday life. A committee 
of the Trades Union Congress, which 
combines nearly alt unions, met yes- 
terday to discuss how to increase 
pressure still further against the 
Government's wage policy. 

About 1,000 delegates from every 
university and college in the coun- 
try travelled to London to persuade 
members of Parliament to back an 
interim £65-a-year raise on the pres- 
ent maximum student grant of £445 
a year. 

Long-suffering London commuters 
again were hard hit by a partial 
rail strike. About 2,000 trains were 
cancelled. Automobile associations 
sald resulting road jams were ‘ter- 
rible.” 

The rail engineers’ union called 
further one-day total strikes next 
Sunday and the following Thursday. 
They want a raise of £9.25 a week, 
far above the limit the government 
will allow in the second phase of 
its wage and price controls. 

Air and freight services were hit 
harder yesterday when 1,000 cus- 
toms and excise men joined a one- 
week strike that began Monday, 

The Civil Service “Union, whose 
40,000 members include staff at 
Buckingham Palace. said it ‘will 
consider strike action if the Gov- 
ernment refuses an interim pay- 
ment to civil servants next month. 

And the National Union of Public 
Employees, representing striking 
hospital non-medical staff, called on 
hospitel management committees to 
defy the government and grant in- 
creased pay.

Nixon sends death penalty 
proposals to Congress 


WASHINGTON. — President Nixon 
yesterday sent Congress a blue- 
print for a pitiless war 

crime, calling for restoration of the 
death penalty and for mandatory 
sentences of up to life imprisonment 
without parole for heroin and mor- 
phine pushers. 


His proposals were in a message 
sent to Congress four days after a 
radio speech in which he denounced 
“soft headed” judges and attacked 
the philosophy that crime was bred 
chiefly by social injustice. Mr. Nixon 
sald his programmes for cutting 
crime were working weil, but now 
he wanted new laws to plug the 
holes in the judiclal system that 
weakened law enforcement. 


“The only way to attack crime in 
America is the way crime attacks. 
our people —- without pity,” he 

jeclared. 


The President's most controversial 
proposal — under assault from lib- 
erals and civil Uberties groups since 
his radio speech — was for, the re- 
storation of the death penalty for 
war-related treason, sabotage, es- 
Pionage, and for other federal 
crimes where death is the result. 


“Tt do not contend that the death 
‘penalty is a panacea that will cure 
crime,” Mr. Nixon said. “If the in- 
centive not to commit crime is 
stronger than the incentive to com- 
mit it, then logic suggests that 
crime will be reduced,” he said. 


Mr. Nixon sald the Justice De- 
partment was convinced that his 
death penalty proposals would be 
constitutional in spite of last year’s 
Supreme Court decision outlawing 
most captial punishment laws on the 
grounds they were arbitrary and 
capricious.

When a judge may call a witness 


The Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal i a judgment of the 


Beersheba District Court delivered ἢ 
fin Cr.

54970). 

The appellant was charged with 
several] income tax offences In the 
Beersheba District Court. After the 


judge had heard the evidence and ἢ 
summing-up of the prosecution and Εἴ 
the defence, and had received ad- ἢ 
ditional summations in writing. he ἢ 
informed the opposing counsel that § 


he deemed it necessary to summon 
an additional witness on his own 
initiative, in order to clarify some- 
thing which was troubling him. 
The prosecution expressed πὸ ob- 
jection to this, while the defence 
counsel announced he would leave 
the matter to the decision of the 
court although he thought that if 
there were any doubt in the mind 
of the judge, then the accused 
was entitled to benefit thereof. 

After the District Court- judge 
had heard the additional witness, 
jhe found the appellant guilty. The 
appellant thereupon appealed 
against the verdict to the Supreme 
Court, his counsel arguing that the 
District Court had not been entitl- 
ed to summon 8. witness on its own 
motion at so late a stage of the 
proceedings. 

Section 150 of the Criminal Fro- 
cedure Law, 1965, provides that: 
“When the parties have completed 
their evidence, the court, if it 
deems it necessary so to do, may, 
on the application of a party oron 
its own motion, direct the sum- 
moning of a witness — even though 
his testimony may already have 
been heard by the court — and the 
presentation of other evidence.” 

Mr, Nahir appeared for the ap- 
pellant and Mr. Yarak, Aasistant 
State Attorney, for the respondent. 


Judgment 

Justice Cohn, who delivered the 
judgment of the Supreme Court, 
first compared section 150 of the 
Criminal Procedure Law with sec- 
tion 41 of the Criminal Procedure 
(Trial upon Information) Ordinance 
(which was replaced by the Law), 
noting that whereas section 41 
allows of the court’s summoning 2 
witness of its own motion “at any 
time during the trial” which means 
until the judgment is handed down 
— section 150 does not contain a 
similar phrase. This omission, he 
held, could not possibly have been 
inadvertent in the light of an ex- 
press ruling by the mandatory 
courts that the English law with 
regard to the summoning of wit- 
nesses at the motion of the court 
was not applicable in Palestine be- 
cause of the provisions of section 
41 (see Cr. A, 126/41, PLR. 8/ 
479) the English law being that a 
judge cannot summon a witnesses 
on his own motion after the de- 
fence has closed its case unless his 
testimony is required in order to 
clarify something which arose un- 
expectedly and could not have been 
foreseen (see R. v. Owen, 1952 1 
ΑΙ ἘΠῚ. 1043). Furthermore, he

In any event, Justice Cohn went 
on to hold, even without relying 
on the location of section 150 and 
the fact that it does not contain 
the phrase “at any time during the 
trial," he would still have come to 
the conclusion that the courts are 
not entitled to summon witnesses 
after the parties have concluded their 
summing-up. For despite the pro- 
visions of section 41 of the Crimi- 
nal Procedure Ordinance, the opin- 
ion was expressed in mandatory 
times that a line must be drawn 
at some reasonable point in the 
Proceedings beyond which a judge 
could not summon any witnesses of 
his own motion and beyond which 
any doubts which he might have 
should redound to the benefit of the 
accused {see Cr. A. 5/36, P.LR. 
3/227). Furthermore, he continued, 
he could but echo the words of 
Justice Wéitkon in CA. 153/60 
'P.D. 15.268) to the effect that 
if a judge ts not prepared to con- 
viet an accused or the strength of 
the evidence before him, then he 
should acquit him: and he could 
also but agree with Justice Wit- 
kon's opinion in the same judgment 
that the court’s right to sum- 
mon witnesses on its own motion 
was given it mainiy for the pur-

The U.S. rabbinical] court which 
converted Shira Lindsay —- the Je- 
rusalem “Jews for Jesus" activist 
— to Judaism has annulled her con- 
versicn, and the Interior Ministry 
1s considering steps to seek revoca- 
tion of her visa. 

The Ministry said yesterday it was 
waiting to receive a copy of the 
judgment of the Boston rabbinical 
court which annulled Miss Lindsay's 
conversion on February 28. The 
Boston court has already informed 
the Ministr, for Religious Affairs 
‘(here that it had resolved to annul 
her conversion because she failed 
to tell the court, at the time it 
converted her, that she believed in 
Jesus. 

Miss Lindsay was granted an im- 
migrant’s visa, which makes her 
automatically eligible for Israel 
citizenship, on the basis of her ton- 
version certificate. (Any Jew can 


immigrate to Israel and receive 
citizenship under the Law of

CULVER CITY, California LINA}— 
The American Board of Missions to 
the Jews, Inc. spent almost §2m. 
In its éfforts to convert Jews, in its 
fiscal year ending last September, 
acconling to Rabbi Allen S. Maller 
of Temple Akiba in Culver City. 


Mest of the money went for sal- 
aries for their several dozen full- 
and part-time professional m{ssion- 
aries, the rabbi said, with mission- 
ary Hterature costing over $230,000, 
radio programmes over $120,000 and 
mass media advertising over 
$125,000. 

The organization wil! release no 
figures on the number of Jews bap- 
tized. ἃ careful reading of their 
national literature and a personal 
investigation of their activitles in 
southern California indicates, Rabbi 
Maller said, that last year they con- 
verted only a few hundred Jews 
nationwide. 


Many of these people are the 
children of mixed Christian-Jewish 
marriages and can hardly be con- 
sidered Jewish to begin with, either 
by the criterion of Orthodox Jews

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Eban and the Austrians 


FOREIGN Minister Abba Eban 

__ has been told by his Aus- 
trian hosts that the Austrian 
public opposes taking any mea- 
sures against Arab terrorists 
that could endanger the lives of 
its citizens. 

Mr. Eban, in discussing the 
role that Europe could play in 
stemming terrorism, had pointed 
to Austria’s readiness to let a 
group of Black September sus- 
pects leave its borders and re- 
turn to Lebanon. 

While certainly not gratifying, 
the Austrian response no doubt 
reflects widely-held views in 
Europe. None of these generally 
stable countries have large 
pockets of sentiment in favour 
of terrorism of whatever va- 
riety. They would all like the 
problem to go away, or if it 

taken up at a diplomatic 


level, handled an_interna- 
tional like the U.N. But 
mone of them are anxious to 


stick their unilateral necks out 
on issues which they believe 
do not affect their interests di- 
rectly. 

On the contrary, as the Aus- 
trians told Mr. Eban, they be- 
lieve that by 
action they could jeopardize their 
own interests. 

This reluctance does not apply 
to strictly preventive measures. 
For Austria, like other Euro- 
pean states, has increased its 
surveillance measures. No nation, 
after all, is interested in having 
its sovereignty and social order 
disrupted by terrorist acts. 

The sticking point is what 


happens when suspects or of- 
fenders are in fact βρρτεβεπᾶο, 
It is then that the peans 
want quickly to avoid complica- 
tions. 

The problem with this ap- 
proach is that, as in other areas 
of crime, it is difficult to see ll 
how deterrence can work in the 
absence of punishment. For un- 
Jess the threat of punishment is 
real, surveillance becomes a kind 
of harmless game of hide and 
seek with the terrorists which 
can be endlessly repeated. 

To view the issue wholly in 
national terms, is therefore to 
be shortsighted. For whatever 
eases the movement of terro- 
rists in Europe, cannot be seen 
simply in national terms, as the 
various incidents that have oc- ll 
cured in recent years amply 
snow. 

The simplest answer, of course, 
ig that Arab terrorism would 
cease to bother Europe, if the 


Israelis solved the p: by be- 
ing more accommodat to Arab 
demands. This re was 
more or less the advice given 


exhibit rather re- 
markable assumptions about the 
political processes that lie be- 
hind the terror movement, and 
about what can be rightfully 
asked of Israel.

T= French election jast Sunday marked a 
watershed for the diluted brand of Gaul- 
lista which President Georges Pompidou -has 
personified since he entered the Elysée Palace 
four years ago, after the abdication of Gen- 
eral de Gaulle. With their parliamentary 
strength shorn by almost 100 seata, the Gaul- 
Usts can no longer claim to represent the 
deep-rooted aspirations of France. 

It is true that the Gaullists heave won a 
comfortable majority, enabling them to rule 
France for another five years. The opinion 
polls had predicted that they would squeak 
past the finishing post only just ahead of the 
Left-wing opposition. Instead Pompidou has a 
36-seat majority over the rival parties in the 
new National Assembly. 

The Gaullists owe their victory to a curious 
ambivalence which Is typical of the average 
French voter. Qo March 4, in the first round 
of voting, the French demonstrated their 
yearning for change after 14 years of Gaullist 
rule by voting massively for a coalition of 
Socialists and Communists. On March 11 the 
same electorate displayed their reluctance for 
political adventure by bringing the Gaullisis 
‘back to power, In the election's run-off bout. 

But the Gaullists’ victory toasts have been 
subdued. They collected nine million votes at 
the polls compared with 11 million for the 
Left-wing coalition. In French elections the 
winner 18 the candidate who tops the poli 
after the second round of voting on successive 
Sundays. If France applied the same system 
of proportional representation as Isreel the 
new Assembly (which holds its first session 
on April 2) would heave a totally different 
composition, The Gaullists would have 179 
seats, the Socialists 104 and the Communists 


Steady erosion 
However, whst worrles Pompidou is the 


steady erosion of his personal prestige as 
shown by his dismal performance in last 


year’s Common Market referendum — in 
which only 37 per cent of the electorate gave 
him their backing — and in this month's 
election. Although the new house could remain 


in office until 1978, his own writ has only 
three to run. Between now and 1976 


he must choose imaginative new options in 


order to ensure his own re-election. 

He has only a three week respite in which 
to frame a policy of “bold reforms” — the 
phrage he used in an eve-of-poll TV broadcast 
— a3 a programme for the ποῦ government 
which will take office early in April. Uninspir- 
ing though he is, Premier Pierre Messmer 
stands a sporting chance of being asked te 
head the new: team. of ministers who must 
seek the endorsement of the Assembly. 

But Pompidou knows he cannot afford to 


ears 
avenge the Left's defeat at the polls. 

If Pompidou drops Messmer, the choice of 
@ siccessor will be wide open. Highly favour- 
ed by rank-and-file Gaullists is Minister for 
Industrial Development Olivier Guichard, But 
Finance Minister Valery Giscard d’Hstaing’s 
‘eyes are firmly set on the premiership and 
that old warhorse, Sockal Affairs Minister 
Edgar Faure, who was Prime Minister under 
the Fourth Republic, is also well placed for 


the job. 
Debt to Reformers ᾿ 

Pompidou is honour-bound to hand out at 
least ἃ le of portfolios to the Reformers 
who ordered their supporters to rally to: the 
Gaullist standard in the run-off bout. Reformer 
leader Jean Lecanuet has even been tipped 
85 a successor to Foreign Minister Maurice 
Schumann who, after his defeat at the polls, 
is unlikely to retain hia job at the Qual 
d'Orsay.
